Dear  Sir: — Pursuant  to  law  the  appended  report  of  the 
Board  of  Prison  Commissioners  is  presented. 

The  statistics  furnished  merit  no  special  comment.  There 
is  no  reason  why  the  transportation  of  prisoners  to  the  peni- 
tentiary should  be  a  charge  against  the  State.  This  ex- 
pense of  transportation  equally  with  the  expense  of  prosecu- 
tion should  be  borne  by  the  counties.  Furthermore  no  sat- 
isfactory reason  can  be  urged  for  the  allowance  of  mileage 
rather  than  the  actual  expenses  incurred.  The  Legislative 
Assembly  ought  to  provide  that  in  the  case  of  the  trans- 
portation of  prisoners  the  actual  expenses  rather  than  mile- 
age at  the  rate  of  ten  cents  per  mile  should  be  allowed.
